IXALL is the satisfactory finish for floors, giving a 
beautiful luster and durable finish on hard or soft 
wood. It is not affected by hot or cold water, nor by 
soap, and always presents a clean, attractive appearance. 


The problem of securing a very beautiful and lasting 
finish on floors is a comparatively simple one with the 
aid of FIXALL Finishes. Anyone who can hold a 
brush can secure excellent results. The ease with 
which a satisfactory finish can be secured will be 
apparent with the first trial. 


Or floors which have been carpeted and have 
not previously been painted are usually in fair 
condition for finishing afterthey have been thoroughly 
scrubbed to remove all possible grease and dirt and 
then allowed to dry. 


Assuming that the grain is clear and distinct, it is 
not necessary to use a graining process, as better results 
can be secured by applying two coats of FIXALL 
Finishes of the desired shade. 


FIXALL being transparent, the marking or natural 
grain of the wood will show through the FIXALL in 
all its delicate beauty and give much prettier effects © 
than can be secured through artificial graining. Never 
use Undercoat on new floors or floors which show the 
grain of the wood clearly and have no blemishes.

tion. Floors which have been painted can also be 
included in the following method of treatment. 


The first step is to secure a uniform ground or founda- 
tion through the use of FIXALL Undercoat. If the floor 
is badly) discolored or darkened, two applications of Un- 
dercoat may be necessary to secure a uniform solid color. 


The quickest and most inexpensive method of secur- 
ing a polished surface is to follow the Undercoat with 
one or two coats of FIXALL Finishes of the desired shade. 


Golden Oak, Walnut or Mahogany, as a finishing 


coat, are more satisfactory than lighter shades. 


When necessary to use Undercoat, the solid appear- Grajspy- 
ance can be relieved and a very beautiful effect secured ing 
by using FIXALL of the desired shade and graining 
this with an ordinary steel graining comb. Varnish 
three or four boards and by this time the first boards will 
have “‘set” so the comb can be drawn over the varnish. 


Varied results can be obtained by graining one board 
with a straight sweep and the next one with a wavy 
motion, and soon. After graining the first board, 
varnish the fourth or fifth board, and then comb the 
second, and so on, until you have finished the entire 
room or border. 


FIXALL Graining Color furnishes another plan for 
refinishing old and painted floors. Apply the Under- 
coat as previously explained, and when thoroughly dry, 
brush the FIXALL Graining Color over the surface, 
a re still wet, grain with a FIXALL Graining 

ool. 


When the Graining Color is thoroughly dry, 
apply FIXALL Clear Varnish for a Light Oak 
effect or any of the darker shades according to 
the finish desired. One finishing coat of transparent 
FIXALL will give fair results, but a more permanent 
job can be obtained with two coats.

The refinishing of an entire room is a very simple 
matter, requiring only ordinary care and practically 
no experience.

In finishing doors or other surfaces having panel 
work, it is advisable to coat each panel separately, 
then begin with the frame of the door at the top. 
Take the remaining cross pieces, then coat one side of 
the frame at a time, beginning with the top and run- 
ning clear to the bottom. In this way it is possible 
to get a uniform color and avoid unsightly laps. Finish 
window frames in the same manner. Doors and 
window frames formthe principal woodwork, leaving only 
the wainscoting or base board to complete your work.

W E HAVE tried to explain the proper method Direc- 


of using FILXALL in simple, concise terms, but fions 
will be very glad to give the benefit of our 
experience in any case where further advice is desired. 

Oak, chestnut, ash, or any other open grain wood New 
should first be filled, using for this purpose any stand- Work 
ard paste filler and apply according to directions. 

Allow to dry thoroughly and then apply FIXALL of 
the desired shade. On close grained wood, FIXALL 
stains, fills and serves as a first coat with one applica- 
tion. As this coat will practically be absorbed into the 
wood, it forms a foundation for the succeeding coats. 
New work will require not less than two coats of FIXALL. 

The first step in refinishing old work of any char- Old 
acter is to clean it thoroughly with soap and Work 
water, as no finish will be satisfactory if applied 
over a greasy or dirty surface. Next, be sure that the 
article is perfectly dry before using FIXALL. 

Floors. Special directions for refinishing floors are 
contained on pages four and five of this booklet. 

Furniture. Work tobe refinished should be lightly 
sandpapered after which FIXALL of the desired shade 
can be applied. One coat of FIXALL will give very 
satisfactory results, unless a decided change in color is 
desired, in which event two coats may be necessary. 

House Finishing. Same directions regarding fillers, 
etc., on new work as previously given, apply here. On 
old work, FIXALL of the desired shade can be applied 
over the old finish if the work has been previously 
varnished. If the woodwork has been painted we 
recommend FIXALL Graining Process for refinishing. 

Use a good bristle brush and apply lengthwise with General 
the grain of the wood. Satisfactory results can not be Instruc- 
secured with a poor brush or one that is constantly gjons 
shedding its bristles whilein use. Allowat least twenty- 
four hours for each coat to dry, and see that your work 
remains free from dust while you are applying FIXALL 
and untilit is hardened. A little judicious sandpapering 
between coats will improve the finish wonderfully. 

Covering Capacity: One gallon covers goo Square 
Feet (Two Coats). For smaller jobs, FIXALL dealers 
will advise as to quantity needed. 
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
